Yesterday's Testimony 


Washington, Oct. 15.—In the Schley 


court of inquiry Judge Advocate Lemlj 
concluded presentation of testimony £o» 
the government yesterday and the first 
of Admiral Schley's witnesses was in- 
troduced. 


Captain Cook, who commanded Ad- 


miral (then commodore) Schley's flag- 
ship, the Brooklyn, during the Santiago 
campaign, and who acted, though un- 
officially, in the capacity of chief of 
staff for the commodore, was on the 
witness stand the greater part of the 
day. 


He was followed by Lieutenant-Com- 


mander Fullaui, who was senior watch 
officer on the New Orleans during the 
Spanish war, and former Lieutenant 
Beals, who, as an officer on the Harvard, 
translated the cipher despatches bo- 
tween Commodore Schley and the navy 
department 
carried by the vessel. 


Among those despatches was that sent 
by Commodore Schley May 28, express- 
ing his regret at not being able to obey 
the orders of the department and ex- 
plaining the reason why he could not do 
so. There are some verbal discrepan- 
cies between the original draft of this 
despatch and the official print of it, and 
these Mr. Beale explained. 


Lieutenant Beale was last of the gov- 


ernment witnesses, although Captain 
Lemly explained that he would reserve 
the right to call others, if reason should 
demand that he do so.

the Cuban pilot, Etluardo Nnnez, who 
told Schley on May 26, 1808, that lie did 
not believe the Spanish fleet under Cer- 
vera was in the harbor at Santiago. 


Captain Cook's testimony was a ro- 


' view of the entire campaign after Cer- 
'vera's fleet, beginning with the de- 
parture of the flying squadron from Key 
West on May IS, and concluding with 
the battle off Santiago, July 3. He said 
ithat at first it had been believed by both 
Sampson and Schley that the Spanish 
fleet was iu the harbor at Cienfuegos 
and that no information to the contrary 
'.had been conveyed to Schley until the 
arrival of McCalla on May 24; that it 
•was Schley's expectation to meet the 
Spaniards in the open sea and his con- 
stant care was to have coal enough for 
such emergency. He gave particulars 
concerning the retrogade mo rement and 
'explained the Brooklyn loop i'n connec- 
tion with a graphic account of the en- 
gagement of July 3. Aslsed 1'or an opin- 
llon as to Schley's ber.riae, as a com- 
manding officer, he si1 id: "I always re- 
garded him as an enthusiastically brave 
and patriotic officer." 


General interest was 
manifested

\ SPEAD VS. TOMLINSOM 
Jury Failed to Reacb Agreement In 


the Christian Science Case 


Concord, N. H., Oct 15.—The suit of 


Mrs. Spead against Irving C. Tornlin- 
Bon, a reaclec'cf the Christian Science 
church here, growing out of his alleged 
failure to cure the plaintiff by Christian 
science methods, was not settled in su- 
preme court, after having been on trial 
for a week, for at 1 o'clock this morn- 
iag the jury reported a disagreement 
and was discharged. 


It left the court room at 6:30 p. m., 


after an afteraoon devoted to argu- 
ments of counsel and the charge of 
Judge Stone. The action placed the 
damages at ?GOOO. The trial was a bat- 
tle of lawyers over legal technicalities, 
because the introduction of evidence 
had been restricted directly to Mr. Tom- 
liason's treatment of Mrs. Spead, and 
everything else pertaining to Christian 
science was ruled out as irrelevant. 


The plaintiff alleged that Tomlinson 


wns negligent, lacked ordinary 
skill 


and common sense in treating Mrs. 
Spead. The defense claimed that he 
did not hold himself oiit to the plaintiff 
as a physician or surgeon, but simply 
as a healer by spiritual means alone, and 
that the plaintiff employed him with 
a full knowledge of these facts. He 
further claimed that there had been no 
default in the treatment by prayer. 


AN UNUSUAL INCIDENT 


Boston Aldermen Would Give 99600 
to Fireman Who Refused to Retire 
Boston, Oct. 15.—The board of alder- 


men yesterday*voted to pay Andrew C. 
Scott the sum of $9500, being the amount 
of salary he would have drawn as a 
clerk in the fire department from June 
7,1895. to Oct. 7,1901. Scott, as a mem- 
ber of the volunteer fire department of 
the city, was injured, and received a 
clerical position in the fire commis- 
sioner's office at $1500 a year. In 1892 
the legislature passed a special act per- 
mittting Scott's retirement, as well as 
that of another clerk, Adamson, on half 
pay, at the discretion of the commis- 
sioners.

Adamson accepted the retirement and 


went out on half pay after undergoing 
physical examination. Scott remained 
as a clerk until 1805, when the com- 
missioners retired him on one third pay 
under a general act. Scott has always 
refused to undergo physical examina- 
tion, so his pension has not begun. He 
persists in the claim that he is still a 
clerk in the commissioner's office and 
the sum voted him by the board repre- 
sents his pay. The council has got to 
concur in the order and the legality also 
of such a payment is to be passed upon. 


Sensational Attempt at Snicldo 
Haverhill, Mass., Oct. 15.—Mrs. Es- 


telle Smith, 42 years old, of New York, 
has been a sufferer from nervous pros- 
tration, and she has been living with her 
mother Mrs. Mary Emerson. Her 
mother was startled yesterday by the 
reflection from a mirror of her daughter 
attempting to cut her tfcroat with a 
carving knife. Mrs. Emerson shouted 
for help and the knife was secured. 
Her daughter then seized a small pocket 
knife and drew the blade across her 
neck, inflicting a deep wound. The 
knife was taken from her, when sud- 
denly she inserted her fingers In the 
wound and tried to tear it open. Thte 
was prevented only by the efforts of 
several men who had responded to the 
call for assistance. Mrs. Smith is in a 
precarious condition. 


Killed by His Own Revolver 


Northampton, Mass., Oct. 15.—With a 


bullet In hts head from a revolver that 
lay by his side, Dr. Donald R. Hinckley 
of New Haven, aged 31, was 'found ly- 
ing upon the floor of a room in his 
father's home here yesterday. He died 
half an hour later.

PRESIDENT'S BUSY DAY 


Receives a Number of Callers 


at the White House 


KNOWS HE HAS TO DIE 


Czolgosz Expresses No Fear 
| 
of the Electric Chair 


NEW SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Discussed With Senator Frye of 


Maine—Appointment of Judge Jones 
Endorsed—Tallied on Immigration,. 
Labor and Other Matters 


Washington, Oct. 15.—Senator Frye 


of Maine, chairman of tho committee of 
commerce, to which falls in the senate 
the oversight of shipping subsidy legis- 
lation, called on the president yes- 
terday to go over the whole subject. 


Mr. Frye snid, on entering the White 


House: "It Is true that I have woiked 
out a new subsidy bill, or rather am now 
engaged In perfecting one. Its terms I 
shall steadily refuse to make public until 
It can be presented to congress for ac- 
tion. I am unwilling that in the mean- 
time its detailed feature should be be- 
come the shuttlecock of journalistic 
comment, When presented the bill will 
tae found to meet ihe reasonable wishes 
of the friends of our merchant marine, 
and to do that as comprehensively as 
possible has been the object of my long 
study. Notice that I say friends—I clo 
not care what tho enemies say. Person- 
ally I think the old bill was the best sub- 
sidy bill that could be drawn, but some 
of our associates;, friendly to the princi- 
ple involved, did not think so and so I 
shall do everything in reason to meet 
their wishes. Events are showing the 
great need of subsidy legislation. Our 
trade with the Philippines and the east 
reveals how handicapped we are by de- 
pendence on foreign companies. I be- 
lieve that the subsidy project is much 
stronger before the people than a year 
ago, and that a satisfactory bill will be- 
come law at the next session of 
congress." 


The whole subject was discussed 


•with the president by the senator, who 
remained at tke White House to lunch- 
eon. 


The president had quite a number of 


other callers yesterday. Bishop Grant 
of Indianapolis, of the A. M. E. church, 
called to express to the president hia 
hearty endorsement of the appoint- 
ment of ex-Governor Jones of Alabama 
to a federal JudgesM? in that state. He 
told the presid-iit that ex-Governor 
Jones, ia his message to the state legis- 


! lature, said more in opposition to law- 
, lessness and lynching than any presi- 
i dent had sajd, and that in his (Bishop 


Grant's) opteida euch appointments as 
that of Governor Jones would do much 
to better conditions between the races 
in the south. 


The president told the bishop that h3 


had read ex-Governor Jones' message 
and that it was one of the things which 
had induced him to make the appoint- 
ment. Bishop Gmnt askad that the 
president consult well known, level- 
headed colored men before deciding 
matters affecting the colored race. 


The president is devoting considerable 


time to investigating immigration con- 
ditions and yesterday consulted Assist- 
ant Secretary Taylor and Commissioner 
of Labor Wright upon the subject. 


Representative Overstreet of Indi- 


ana, who is very much interested in the 
enactment of a law which will make 
silver exchangeable with gold, talked 
with President Eoosevelt upon that sub- 
ject. 
Representative Hay of Virginia, who is 
a member of the military affairs com- 
mittee of the house, spoke of his in- 
terest in the enactment of a law that 
would increase the efficiency of the mil- 
itia of the states, and met with a hearty 
response from the president. 


President Gompers of the American 


Federation of Labor introduced to the 
president Santiago Iglesias, who is go- 
ing to Porto Rico as the representative 
of the American Federation of Labor to 
organize the. working people of the is- 
land into trades tinions. Mr. Gompers 
desired that Governor Hunt and other 
Porto Rican officials be informed of the 
legitimate character of Mr. Iglesias' 
mission in order that he might not be 
Interfered with. The president told 
Mr. Gompers that hefoelieved in thena 
tlonal organization of laboring men and 
that every right of Mr. Iglesias would 
be protected. 


Chief Justice Fuller and associate 


Justices of the supreme court visited 
the White House in a body to pay their 
respects to the president. 


Among the others who saw the presi- 


dent were General Ell Torrence, com- 
mander-in-chief of the G. A. R., Rev. 
Schjck, the president's pastor; Commis- 
sioner Evans and Representative Holo- 
day of Indiana.

—Same Conditions Apply to Express 


Packages of Flowers and Fruit 


Albany, Oct. 15.—Superintendent Col- 


lins will send a request to Secretary of 
State Hay to designate an official repre- 
sentative of the government to be pres- 
ent at the death by electricity of Leon 
F. Czolgosz, the murderer of President 
JJcKinley. 


There will be but 2G witnesses In the 


chamber of death when the sentence of 
the law is executed. Warden Mead of 
Auburn prison has sent to Superin- 
tendent Collins the requests he has r*- 
ceived for permission to attend the exe- 
cution, over 1000 in. all. The law wi!l 
limit the number of witnesses and the 
superintendent will decide who the wit- 
nesses shall be. 


Itt is stated at the state department of 


prisons that statements to the effect that 
Czolgosz is in a continuous state of col- 
lapse and that he breaks down and 
weeps every time anything is said to 
him concerning his" execution is false. 
Superintendent Collins had a talk with 
the condemned man some days ago and 
at that time he said he knew he had to 
die. He expressed no fear of the elec- 
tric chaij^ but said that be would not 
care to go outside of the prison, for he 
believed that the people would kill him. 


Since his confinement in Auburn pris- 


on several thousand letters have been 
received for him at the prison, as well 
as a large number of express-packages 
containing flowers and fruit Not jtny 
of the letters, flowers or fruit have ever 
reached him. The flowers and fruit, it 
is learned, have been sent by Christian 
societies, as have a number of letters 
consoling him in. his last moments. 
Other letters have come from cranks 
who have written him about the species 
of torture to which they would put him 
if they had the execution of justice in hia 
case. -It is stated, however, that it 
would be a imtter of surprise if the 
names of the senders of fruit and flow- 
ers •were Hiatie public. 


The state prison department has pur- 


sued a unifejrci policy in ng^rd to Czol- 
gosz. An effort has Iftea made to pre- 
vent the murderer from gaining any «o- 
toriety while awaiting death and to sur- 
round him.by as perfect an isolation 
from the world as possible. 


Has Had No Spiritual Advice 


Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 15.—"Absolutely 


nothing new with "Czolgosz" was War- 
den Mead's reply to a query yesterday. 
He has not asked for any spiritual ad 
viser whatsoever. -The death warrant 
has not been read to him yet. E><uas 
not given theAast intimation that he 
would like to make way with himself, 
contrary'teports notwithstanding. Of 
course he will nbt'be given4tte slightest 
.opportunity for thds purpose. He eats 
heartily and has not a complatot about 
his health.

New York, 6cTt.?15.-^Joh"ann Most, the 


anarchist, was sentenced to one year ic 
the penitentiary yesterday by Justice 
Hinsdalc, presidlng-ia the court of spec- 
ial sessions, for publishing in his pap'jr. 
The Freiheit, alleged seditious article 
on the day following the shooting of the 
late President KcKinley. 


The article in question was entitled 


"Murder Against Murder." In his de- 
fence, Most claimed that the paper con- 
taining the article vns printed and 
ready for distribution before the presi- 
dent was shot Also that it ".MS a quo- 
tation from an article published 50 
years ago aid republishod by him 15 
years ag«. After Imposin^iae^enleuce 
Jnstjce~Hinsdale read the opinion of the 
court, in which he-mid: 


"It is no answer to tho evil and crimi- 


nal nature of this article +o claim that 
it was written for the nurpose of de- 
stroying crowned heads. It inculcate* 
and enforces the idea that murder is the 
proper remedey to be applied against 
rulers. The fact that it was published 
50 years ago and a^ain republished 
about 15 years ago only emphasizes and 
gives added point to the criminality of 
republishing it at -iny time. It shows 
a deliberate intent to inculcate and 
promulgate the doctrines of the arti- 
cle. This we hold to be a criminal act. 
It is not necessary to irace any connec- 
tion in this article with the assassina- 
tion of the late president. The offense 
here, in the eyes of the -»w, Is precis»ly 
the same as if the bloody event had 
never occurred. The nurder of the 
president only serves 'o illustrate and 
illuminate the enormity of +he -rime of 
the defendant in teaching !iis diabolical 
doctrine."

Seth Low was born on Jan. 18, 1850, 


near the present terminus of the Brook- 
lyn bridge, then undreamed of. 
His 


early education was secured at the 
Juvenile High school and the Polytech- 
nic institute in his native city. At the 


ROOSEVELT'S HORSES, 


The Favorite Animals of 
"White 


Bocae Stables. 


Three new carriage horses, recently 


purchased in New York, together with 
a brougham, a landau and a victoria, 
all brand new, have been added to the 
equipment of the White House stables, 
says a Washington correspondent. The 
horses are fine, spirited animals, well 
matched, and the equipages are of lat- 
est design. 


The favorite horses of the president 


and Mrs. Roosevelt, however, are Blei- 
stein, the president's owu riding horse, 
which was purchased at Fort Plain, N. 
Y., and has been in the White House- 
stables for about a week, and Yaegen- 
ka, Mrs. Roosevelt's riding horse, which 
was shipped here from Oyster Bay 
about two weeks ago. 


The president's new saddle horse, 


which was purchased to replace a valu- 
able a.vp.nal he used at Oyster Bay and 
which* was killed while jumping a 
fence before President Eoosevelt came 
to Washington, is a splendid animal, a 
good jumper and has the speed and 
stamina to take him along at a rattling 
gait with a man of the president's 
weight upon his back. 


Both Bleistein and his stable mate, 


Yaegeuka, are thoroughbred pedigreed 
Kentucky stock. They have been used 
frequently during the past two weeks, 
the president and Mrs. Roosevelt tak- 
ing long rides together over the ave- 
nues about the city and out on the 
country roads, where the president and 
his wife allow their mounts to indulge 
in a breezy gallop. The president has 
given Bleistein a trial on cross country 
work and is well pleased with the qual- 
ities shown by the horse. 


After the carriage horses have arriv- 


ed probably a couple of ponies and 
pony carts will be brought on from 
Oyster Bay for the children. President 
McKinley kept four fine carriage 
horses and at the beginning of his ad- 
ministration purchased a saddle horse, 
but the animal was seldom used and 
when it died was not replaced*

ratter place lie was captain of the 
school. At the age of twenty he was 
graduated at the head of his class and 
a prizeman from Columbia college. He 
then went abroad for a few months 
and upon his return accepted a clerk- 
ship in the tea importing house of A. 
A. Low & Bros., in Burling slip, New 
York, of which his father was senior 
partner. In 1875 he became a partner 
and subsequently the head of the firm. 
He was also a member of the chamber 
of commerce. His first noteworthy 
public address was at the National Ex- 
port Trade convention, in Washington, 
in 1878. He was the first president of 
the bureau of charities in Brooklyn !n 
1880 and in the same year was elected 
president of the .Brooklyn Young Re- 
publican club. He was elected mayor 
of Brooklyn in 1887 and was re-elected 
at the expiration of his first term of 
office.1 In 1889 Seth Low was chosen 
as president of Columbia university 
and was Inaugurated Feb. .3, 1890, serv- 
ing in that capacity until his recent 
nomination. He built the University 
Library building, costing about $1,000,- 
000, as a memorial to his father. 


Mr. Low has been classed as an. In- 


dependent Republican and upon a num- 
ber of occasions has supported candi- 
dates opposed to the Republican or- 
ganization. 
He voted for 
Grover 


Cleveland in 1884 against James G. 
Blaine. 
In the first mayoralty cam- 


paign under the charter of Greater 
New York Mr. Low was the candidate 
of the Citizens' Union, having as op- 
ponents Robert A, Van Wyck, Tam- 
many Democrat; Benjamin F. Tracy, 
regular Republican^ and the late Henry 
George, candidate of the Democracy 
of Thomas Jefferson. Mr. George died 
two days before the election, and Mr. 
Van Wyck was elected. 


Edward Morse Shepard was born in 


New York city fifty-one years ago. His 
father, Lorenzo B. Shepard, was a law- 
yer of commanding abilities and was 
conspicuous as a Democratic leader, of- 
ficeholder and orator.

An application for a charter has been 


filed in Arizona under the name of the 
International Construction and Devel- 
opment company. 


The new company will engage in the 


manufacture of steel of all kinds; mine 
copper, gold, silver and coal; will raise 
sugar and refine it; build ships; raise, 
kill and sell live stock; raise and evapo- 
rate tropical fruit; colonize different 
parts of the new possessions of the 
United States; handle lumber from its 
own preserves, and deal in fire clay. 


The incorporators are Richard D. 


Coulter, corporation attorney; George 
L. Herron and John C. Wolfram, all of 
Pittsburg. Attorney Coulter said he 
could not discuss ihe names of the per- 
sons in the background at this time. 


The company will operate in the 


United States, Mexico and Cuba at 
first, but gradually its operations will 
be extended to the countries of South 
America, to China and possibly to oth 
er countries. 


The company proposes to manufac 


ture refrigerator ships, which will LL 
used for transportation of their rneate 
to foreign countries. 


A new principle in finance is being 


followed by the firm. Every share of 
stock issued is guaranteed by a trust 
company except in certain lines where 
the purchaser will have to take his 
chances as in ordinary stock purchase.

ello was charged with larceny of J100 
by her mother, Mary Yemello.

out of 
a racial prejudice. It 


seems that far away on the banks of

two Italian provinces which from time 
immemorial have borne towards each 
other a wholesome hatred. Now side 
By side on Walnut street live two fam- 
ilies, representing the aforementioned 
provinces. It so happened that two of 
the younger members of these families 
fell desperately in love, and then the 
usual complications arose. The father 
of Mary swore that she should marry 
of her own compatriots. Mary refused. 
About two weeks ago she took the mat 
ter into her own hands,

quietly married in Stamford and then 
went to Springfield, where they lived 
awhile before returning to this city.

daughter was arrested yesterday

Former Local Man Attempts His Life 


In Irey Jail 


William Baker of this town, who-is 


under indictment In Troy for assault 
in the first degree on Deputy Sheriff 
H. C. Myers of Hoosick Falls. 
N. Y., 


and who waa arrested in Williamstown 
July 4 by Deputy Sheriff Richards, at- 
tempted to commit suicide in his cell 
at the Troy Jail about 7 O'clock yes- 
terday morning by cutting his throat 
with a razor. Although still 
alive, 


with a chance for recovery, it is more 
than likely that his effort will termi- 
nate his death. He was permitted to 
use his own razor and shaved himselt 
every morning. About 7 'o'clock the hall 
man went to Baker's cell to open the 
door, as is usual at that hour, 
A 


ghastly sight was presented. 
Baker 


had turned his bed over so that the 
part on which he was lying came close 
to the floor, and he lay there with his 
throat cut aimost from ear to ear. He 
had also gashed his wrists with the 
razor in the determined effort to. end 
his life and had lost a great Quantity 
of blood He was conscious but speech- 
less. 


Jailer Loomis summoned Dr. Buch- 


anan, who sewed up the wounds. Af- 
ter the wounds had been dressed Ba- 
ker was able to talk a little and ex- 
pressed sorrow for his action. He did 
not say, however, what impelled him 
to attempt suicide. There were no fa- 
cilities for caring for him at the Jail, 
and the was removed to the Samari- 
tan hospital. The cut in the throat 
severd 
the windpipe and reached to 


the gullet, but the razor did not touch 
the jugular vein. The wounds on the 
wrists 
were only dangerous because 


they 
permitted an additional loss of 


blood. 


Baker is a peculiar sort of a man. 


He is 57 years of age and for a year 
or more lived alone on Water street. 
He troubled no one and no one troub- 
led him. He has served time before. He 
has a brother but not other known rel- 
atives. 


Some time ago, 
while residing in 


Vermont, a warrant for Baker's arrest 
for a misdemeanor was given to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Myers to serve. He dis- 
covered Baker at Hooslck Corners 'one 
day, 
and 
with another officer gave 


chase after him with a horse and car- 
riage. When Baker was caught up 
with 
Deputy Sheriff Myers jumped 


from the carriage to arrest him. Bak- 
er pulled a revolver and fired, sending 
a bullet through the officers' hat. The 
officer returned the fire and a bullet 
from his revolver went through Bak- 
er's hat. The fugitive ec«sapea over 
the Vermont line and the officrs came 
here. 
The 
next morning Baker re- 


turned to his home and was arrested., 


Baker will be remembered by many 


in this city, as a number of years ago 
he used to live here, doing a good deal 
in the line of horse trading-. He was 
married here to Jennie Wheeler, but 
was later divorced. 
His former wife 


and 
son Joseph are both Jiving in 


this city at the present time. He also 
has a brother, Elmer Baker, a barber 
in the Hub billiard rooms.

This litigation carries with it the pos- 


session of the entire river front, valued 
at $20,000,000, and this suit, while it 
involved only $100,000 of values, has 
lettled the law as to the ownership of 
the river front and its many valuable 
Improvements, 
sheds, 
warehouses, 


locks and mills.

Made Public, Show There WM an 
Increase In Immlsratlon of Twenty 
Per Cent Over the Preceding- Year. 
Nationalities of tbe Newcomers. 
Immigration Commissioner Thomas 


Fitcbie of New York has made public 
tbe statistics of bis bureau for tbe last 
fiscal year, which show that nearly 20 
per cent more immigrants landed at 
that port than in the fiscal year ending 
in 1900. In tbe steerage of tbe trans- 
atlantic fleet there were 33,879 citi- 
zens. Most of them were naturalized 
nnd were returning from visits to their 
native places. In the cabins of all the 
ships were 59,880 aliens, nearly all be- 
ing aojounsers. The rest of the cabin 
passengers, 99,177, were returning citi- 
zens. Of tbe 427,495 steerage passen- 
gers 388,931 were immigrants.

In 1900-1901 the money brought in by 


Immigrants amounted to $5,400,080, or 
$14.12 a head, against $4,010,049, or 
$13.49 a head, ia tbe preceding fiscal 
year. The British had $32.64 apiece, the 
Germans $31.14, the French $39.37, the 
Spanish $30.23, the north Italians 
$23.52, the south Italians $8.67 and the 
Hebrews $8.58. 


There was more illiteracy than nsual 


among last year's immigrants. The 
number of illiterates over fourteen 
years old was 107,323, or 27.60 per cent. 
In 1899-1900 the proportion was 23.41 
per cent and the number of illiterates 
79,988. 


Among those deported were 2,394 per- 


sons likely to become public charges 
and 130 contract laborers. 


Ellis Island derived $463,715 from the 


head tax in 1900-1901, $46,672.60 from 
hospital collections, $10,620 from rental 
of privileges and $5,500 from fines. Sal- 
aries consumed $125.418.92 of this $526,- 
507.60 and other disbursements $125,- 
418.22, leaving a balance of $275,670.45. 


Attention is called to the lack of any 


adequate provision of law to prevent 
anarchists from landing in the United 
States. The commissioner says that all 
the various suggestions that have been 
made to this end are either inadequate 
or impracticable. The method which 
has the most to recommend it, Mr. 
Fitchie believes, is to station immigra- 
tion officers abroad whose duty shall be 
to confer with the foreign police au- 
thorities, but even this method would 
not cover tbe case, he believes, on ac- 
count of tha want of definite informa- 
tion about anarchists in certain coun- 
tries, notably Great Britain.

An Important Part of Astronomy !• 


Which America Excels. 


An important and interesting depart- 


ment of astronomy is tbs measurement 
nnd recording of the comparative mag- 
nitude of the stars. In this reckoning 
of magnitude, which is known as pho- 
tometry—that is, the measurement oi 
starlight—it is interesting to note that 
»n American astronomical establish- 
ment stacks arossg tie first in the 
TTorl;'1, piitoirctry bavins been for 
years csc <-f the principal subjects tak- 
en up by the Ilarvard observatory 
both in Cambridge and at Arequipa, 
Peru, and the results of the wort 
which it has accomplishe'd. having beeL 
accepted as standard all over the worlc1 


The first star catalogue, giving 1,OS<' 


stars, was published by Hipparcbus i' 
the year 125 B. C. It has come down to 
us through Ptolemy of Alexandria, wlu, 
nearly 300 years later, in 140 A. D 
produced his "Megale^ Syntaxis," tin 
"Alarogest," or ."Gi eat "Book," of tl 
famous Arabian and Moorish astrono 
mers, which in one form or anotht 
was the world's standard for Dear' 
thirteen centuries.-- The famous cat;i 
Icgtie of Tuclio Brahe, the last of the 
mediaeval or the first of the modern as- 
tronomers, iu 15SO was the last impor- 
tant catalogue produced without the 
aid of the telescope. 
Ji 


It is significant ''of the accomplish- 


ment of American astronomy that, in 
spite of the great amount of modern 
photometric wbrk, there was no univer- 
sally accepted sjstem of photometry 
until the publication of what is now 
known as the Harvard photometry, the 
"H. P," as it is familiarly called by 
astronomers. This is contained in vol 
ume 14 of the annals of the Harvard 
observatory, a massive volume giving 
a list of 4,200 stars in the northern sky 
risible to the naked eye in the latitude 
of Cambridge and. intended to include 
all stars not fainter than the sixth 
magnitude between the north pole and 
thirty degrees south of the celestial 
equator. To thi» original list another, 
volume 24 of the annals, has since been 
added. 


This Harvard uranometria, as such a 


catalogue of the "naked eye stars" is 
called, was so elaborate and so accu- 
rately done that ic has been practically 
accepted everywhere and the magni- 
tude of all new stars given on the Har- 
vard scale. A striking illustration of 
the use to which it is now put occurred 
last spring when the "new" star ap 
peared in the constellation Perseuh. 
Among the observers who gave their 
results on the Harvard scale were Nij 
land and Gyllenskold of Sweden, Perei- 
ra of the Portuguese observatory in the 
Azores, the staffs of the British Astro- 
nomical association and the Astronom 
leal society of France and the officers of 
the Radcllffe observatory at Oxford as 
well as practically all American astron- 
omers.

The latter -was a most extraordinary

So great was her influence over him 
that he changed tbe order of succession 
in favor of his two daughters by her, 
eliminating his brother, Don Carlos, 
from the line and thereby originating 
these Carllst wars which have been 
the blight of Spain.

GREAT MOTOR SCHEME. 


Thirty TJ»on»ana Horsepower to Be 


Developed In Nebraska. 


A proposed consolidation of the street 


car and electric lighting interests of 
Omaha and Council Bluffs and of three 
towns in their vicinity discloses the lar- 
gest power scheme ever undertaken 
in the United States with the excep- 
tion of the Massena and the Niagara 
power plants. 


The plan, contemplates tbe develop 


ment of 3dX)00 horsepower on the Ne- 
braska prairies. It is'proposed to build 
a canal thirty miles/in length from 
Llnwood, ,on the Loup river, to Fre- 
inont, on tbe Platte river. This canal 
will carry the waters of the Loup riv 
er through a natural formation that 
lends itself readily to the work and 
empties into a reservoir on the Elm 
creek canyon at Fremont, Neb., where 
the bluffs rise 200 feet above the Platte 
river. 


Tbe engineers say that the roost re 


markable feature of the entire canal 
proposition is the completeness of ths- 
natural preparations for the carrying 
out of such a scheme. Not only \r 
there a landlocked basin large enough 
to hold 14,000,000,000 gallons of wa 
ter, requiring only one dam to close ii 
up, but nature has seemingly provided 
for the canal itself a part of the way 
A great natural ridge has been rolled 
up several hundred feet in width and 
as straight as though laid out by the 
hand of man, extending a distance ol 
between six and seven miles, to carrj 
tbe canal up to the inlet to the basiu 
at the top of the bluffs. 


Tbe explanation of the production of 


power is found in the fact that in go- 
Ing from Linwood to Fremont the wa 
ter falls 160 feet. This will form what 
the engineers call the potential heac'
